WASHIN(;T()N (API - The machinery 
to enforce Phase 
2 wage, price and rent 
controls is in place as 1971 nears its end. 
and administration officials are expressing 
hope—but not making predictions—that 
the restraints can be removed before 1972 
ends. 
President Nixon signed the bill extending 
his control authority for the full period he 
asked, 
through 
April 
30, 
1973. 
The 
legislation gives him essentially what he 
rixjuested from Congress and one or two 
things he did not seek 
One is a pay raise for federal civilian 
employes and the military J an 1 instead 
of J uly 1, at an estimated cost of more than 
$1 billion. 
The act also specifies that pay raises 
caught in the freeze are to be paid under 
certain conditions. AFL-CTO President 
(J eorge Meany hailed this provision as a 
victory for labor. Among the beneficiaries 
are an estimated 1.7 miiUon teachers. 
Secretary of Commerce Maurice H. 
Stans, meeting with newsmen, predicted a 
strong upsurge in the economy in 1972.

COLOGNE, Germany (AP) — Three 
gunmen held up a bank opposite the 
Cologne Cathedral today and drove away 
with two police hostages. Armed police and 
thousands of spectators helplessly watched 
the noon drama 
The 
gunmen 
took 
with 
them 
the 
«»quivalent of $60,000 in West German 
marks The hostages, described as high- 
ranking police officers, had exchanged 
themselves for employes of the branch 
bank The robbers had seized three em­ 
ployes after being surprised by the arrival 
of a police patrol 
The patrol shot out three of the tires on 
the robbers' getaway car 
There followed two hours of negotiations 
between the police and robbers. This 
ended with the police agreeing to supply a 
mini bus as a getaway car and the exchange 
of police for the original hostages. 
Then one of the hostages, identified as 
district Police Chief Hans Krauss, came 
out of the hank and called out over a 
megaphone "Please remain calm " 
The crowd responded with silence and 
one of the gunmen quickly followed the 
police official Although the trio had been 
masked when they entered the bank at 
10.15 a m , their faces were uncovered 
when they came out. 
The gunmen got into the mini bus with 
what appear«*«! to be the cash. The others 
folUiwetl. Werner Hamacher, chief of 
Cologne's criminal police, got behind the 
wheel and drove the vehicle away through 
str«*ets lined with thousands of onl«K>kers.

TORONTO (AP) - An Air Canada IX’9 
jetliner retu rned to Toronto with its six 
crew members tixlay after a trip to Cu ba 
ordered by a hijack er wielding a revolver 
and a hand grenade. 
The armed man took over the plane as it 
neared Toronto ju st before 8 p.m. Su nday 
at the end of a rou nd trip flight to Thu nder 
Bay, Ont.. on the northwestern shore of 
Lak e Su perior. 
The other 82 passengers got off at 
Toronto, and some of them did not k now 
the plane had been hijack ed. After refu el­ 
ing the plane flew to Havana, landing ju st 
before midnight. The u nidentified hijack er 
got off, the plane refu eled again, and then 
it retu rned to Toronto, setting down at 5:43 
a m after a three-hou r flight home. 
The six crew members were ru shed to a 
nearby hotel for rest, and newsmen had no 
chance to qu estion them .

Mercury in Fish 
Is Nothing New

- 
For at least tens of centuries 
fish have been concentrating 
mercury in their tissues, a sci­ 
entist reported today. 
“ These 
findings 
reinforce 
warnings that continual dis­ 
charge by man of even small 
amounts of annitional mercury 
can have locally serious effects 
upon animals and human life," 
said Edwin Wilmsen. curator of 
the University of Michigan's 
Museum of Anthropology 
Wilmsen added that in order 
to evaluate adequately the sig­ 
nificance of mercury and other 
elements in the environment to­ 
day. 
scientists 
must 
know 
something about these levels in 
the past. 
“ Archaeological 
materials 
are the ideal sources of data 
for gaining such knowledge." 
Wilmsen said in a paper pre­ 
pared for the 138th annual 
meeting of the American Asso­ 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science. 
Wilmsen said the museum 
analyzed 17 samples of fish re­ 
mains 
from 
three 
archae­ 


ological sites—the Saginaw Val­ 
ley, 
near 
Saginaw. 
Mich., 
which is dated between 100 B.C. 
and 400 A.D.; a site near the 
confluence of the Illinois River 
with Apple Creek, of the same 
era; and the pre-lnca Chilca 
site on the southern coast of 
Peru, which dates to about 1200 
A.D. 


Twelve of the 17 samples con­ 
tained mercury, Wilmsen said. 
Even adjusting for wide error, 
he added, would not alter the 
fact that “ these specimens con­ 
tain relatively large amounts of 
mercury. " 
From these findings, Wilmsen 
inferred that mercury concen­ 
trations in fish from pollution- 
free waters have been as high 
at various times in the past as 
they are now, emphasizing the 
importance of any additional 
mercury added by man. 
“ Such an interpretation is 
compatible." he said, “ with 
conclusions that, in general, 
natural environmental mercury 
distributions have not changed 
radically through time.”

The measures to be filed in 
both the Senate and House are 
seen by supporters as Mis­ 
souri’s last chance to overtake 
an Illinois lead in planning and 
development of a new airport. 
Illinois already has created 
an airport authority to plan and 
build an airport near Waterloo, 
111., about ^ miles southeast of 
downtown St. Louis. The City of 
St. Louis is cooperating in the 
venture, but as yet has not par­ 
ticipated directly 
A regional planning agency, 
the East-West Gateway Coordi­ 
nating Council, has forwarded 
its endorsement of the Waterloo 
site to P'ederal Aviation Admin­ 
istration officials 
Missouri interests, led by Su- 
pervLsor Lawrence K Roos of 
St. Louis County, are looking at 
two sites in St. Charles County 
for a Missouri airport. 
The 
proposed 
Missouri-St 
Louis Metropolitan Airport Au­ 
thority would be made up of 
eleven members. Three would 
be appointed by the governor 
and the remainder by govern­ 
ments of the City of St. Louis 
and St. Louis, St Charles, Je f­ 
ferson and E'rankUn Counties. 
Provision is made for including 
Illinois counties in the member­ 
ship in the event the airport au­ 
thority in that state goes out of 
business. 
The airport authority legisla­ 
tion was to be sponsored in the 
Senate by Sens. Robert A. 
Young, D-St. Ann, and Edward 
Stone Jr , R-Chesterfield, and 
in the house by Speaker James 
E. Godfrey of St. Louis and 
Reps. Robert 0. Snyder, R- 
Kirkwood, and Walter K Me­ 
yers, D-Bellefontain Neighbors 
The legislation was expected 
to have the support of Gov. 
Warren C. Hearnes.

A recent surv ey contained an especially large sample of 
4.998 households, permitting an analy sis of how the resu lts 
might change depending on whether one cou nted all 
potential v oters or only those “ most likely " to tu rn out 
Traditional screening methods, based in part on past 
performance. prcKluccil a sample of 3^5 0 “likely ” v oters, or 
6 5 per cent of all those 18 y ears of age and ov er who will be 
eligible to v ote in 1972 
“Likely " and “ unlikely " v oters were both asked their 
preferences for president in a series of trial heats The 
resu lts point up the v ast difference in the ou tcome when 100 
per cent of the eligible v oters are cou nted compared with the 
6 5 per cent most likely to v ote, based on past criteria.
